district. 

The final grant application 
was prepared during a meeting 
of the district-wide officials in 
the office of the district 
chairman, Granite City Mayor 
Paul Schuler, Tuesday mor- 
ning 

Several changes were made 
in the applications prior to final 
district approval. All of the 
applications now are subject to 
revision or approval by the 
Madison County Community 
Development Office. 


Granite City is applying -for, 


$370,000 in funds for two 
projects. A total of $245,000 is 
sought for reconstructing 
sanitary sewers and $125,000 is 
sought for the development of a 
security system for senior 
citizens. The type of security 
system is not know, but several 
are being studied.

“This is not true," the 
director stressed. ‘Less than a 
pint is all that is taken and your 
body manufactures new blood 
constantly 

“The volume you give will be 
replaced within a few hours and 
most people go about their usual 
activities after donating.” 

If you weigh 110 pounds or 
more you can be a donor. 

In Illinois, 17-year-olds may 
donate blood without parental 
consent. In Missouri, consent is 
needed until 18 years old. 

The average adult has about 
10 to 12 pints of blood in his body 
and physicians say that healthy 
persons may give regularly 
without ill effects. 

“Some people think that only 
elderly patients or someone who 
is dying gets a pint of blood,” 
Miss Hadden said. “They also 
think they will never need blood 
themselves.”* 

“They forget the number of 
deer bunting accidents, farm 
mishaps and, of course 
motorcycle and auto ac 
cidents.” 

Miss Hadden continued, 
“They are not thinking of the 
patients undergoing surgery 
and may not be aware that ail 
doctors now require blood in 
the operating room, regar- 
diess of the severity of the 
surgery, just in case a 
problem should develop. 
“There is something about 
giving blood that is depressing. 
It is a sad thought and we try 
hard not to think about sad 
things,” the director said. 
“But, what is sad for one is 
life to another. Different things 
make different people happy 

and what to you is usual to 
another may mean an entirely 
different thing. : 

“That really needs ex- 
plaining and reminds me of 
an incident taking place 
recently. We gathered 
platelets for two young people 
each Monday, Wednesday 
and Friday. Both had 
leukemia and were patients at 
2 St. Louis County hospital. 

“One was an 18-year-old high 
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day that be sure kept us busy 
collecting the blood for him. ‘I 
only hope I am going to live to 


“Most of us want to forget our 
birthday, but this was the only 
thing he wanted - there's the 
difference in what's important ' 
to one person. | 

“How important life is to him 
and we avoid thinking of sad 
things, such as giving blood 
which keeps him alive 

“Remember, when you give 
blood it is the most unselfish act 
you can do... giving a little bit 
of yourself 

“People do beautiful things 
for charity, but what is more 
directly related to saving a 
life and more charitable than 
donating blood,” the director 
said, 

Blood consists of several 
different elements or com- 
ponents - red cells, white cells, 
plasma and platelets. 

Each component has a dif. 
ferent job to do to keep our 
bodies functioning properly in 
good health. 

The production of platelets 
and their distribution is a large 
part of the blood center's 
Operation and the platelet 
processing area in among its 
most busiest 

least 150 platelets are 
needed every day for cancer 
and leukemia patients on 
chemotherapy. The reason is 
while chemotherapy is 
destroying diseased cells in the 
cancer and leukemia patients, it 
is also destroying the person's 
bone marrow, where platelets 
are produced in a healthy 


person. 

Platelets help blood clot by 
rushing to the scene of heavy 
bleeding and building, Tittle 
walls to halt the flow of blood. 

Patients with aplastic anemia 
are unable to produce their own 
platelets as the disease itself 
causes dysfunctions in platelet 
production.

If it takes 
even a few seconds longer to 
make a donation, blood that had 
been scheduled for platelet 
production will have to be used 
for somethirig else. 
The second problem is that if 
platelets are to be made frorh 
whole blood, the plasma must 
be separated from the red cells 
within four hours after the blood 
is collected 


This time factor means that a 
blood collection site can be no 
longer than an hour's drive 
from the Red Cross blood center 
if platelets are to be made from 
its blood. 

The -most important factor 
relating to platelet production 
and usage is that they must be 
transfused within 72 hours after 
their production. 

Miss Hadden said the platelet 
supply in our region will be at 
‘its lowest during the coming 
holidays. 

“We really need all our 
good friends in the Quad-City 
area to help us at this time to 
secure sufficient blood, not 
only to keep our cancer and 
leukemia patients adequately 
supplied, but to meet the 
emergencies which seem 
always to occur during the 
holiday season,” the director 
said.

Following April, the worst 
month in the year's tally, one 
person was killed during May 
and two were killed in accidents 
here in June.

GC council upholds permits 
in actions by appeals board. 


The Granite City council 
concurred last week in a 
recommendation by its Zoning 
Board of Appeals that a permit 
be issued to Ralph Monken, 1521 
Cottage Ave., to permit Monken 
to construct a garage 3.5 feet 
from the side line. 

Council members voted 10 to 3 
to al the a: board 
action following lengthy 

_ discussion in which Monken and 
an attorney, representing 
Claude ‘Meyers, 1517 Cottage 
Ave., protesting the action, 
were permitted to speak before 
the council. 

George Moran, attorney 
representing Meyers, described 
the appeals board action 
granting the permit as 
“discriminatory,” noting. that 
the 3.5-foot distance from the 
sideline was violation of an 
agreement between Monken 
and Meyers for a 4-foot 
limitation which had been 
reached before the matter went 
befgre the appeals board. 

Meyers had told the Board of 
Appeals in its Dec. 8 meeting 
that construction of the garage 
at that point would shade his 
garden, and that the Monken 
property was higher than that of 
property on each side of him, a 
factor that would result in 
flooding areas on both sides of 
the Monken property during 
heavy rains. 

Monken, however, told the 
council that. the reverse was 
true, that his property is lower 
than that on either side of him. 
In addition, Monken said, he 
had inspected the garages of 
many residents in his area and 
found them to be far closer to 
side property lines than his 

would be — some of them a 
matter of inches. 

Monken maintained that 90 
per cent of the garages in his 
neighborhood are closer than 
3.5 feet from the side line 

Several aldermen noted that 
zoning laws provide that the 
same pattern may be followed 
in instances where 75 per cent of 
property within an area 
establishes a precedent before 
the zoning law became ef- 
fective. 

Alderman Emerald Dawes of 
the Seventh Ward remarked 
that the dispute ‘is a fight 
between two neighbors and 
involves only six inches of 
ground. It is true that about 90 
per cent of the garages in that 
area are anywhere from one to

of Worden for a new sewer, 
pumping station and water 
treatment facility which would 
create 52 construction jobs. 

Henry B. Jenkins, an EDA 
spokesman at Washington, said 
projects that were not on a list 
of 2,000 projects scheduled for 
final processing are no longer in 
the running for EDA funds. Thé 
Local Public Works Act of 1976 
was passed to spur construction 
of public works jobs and in- 
crease employment. 

Competition among local 
government agencies was in- 
tense. One source reported that 
there were 1,600 applications in 
Liinois for 60 available grants. 
Of the total nationwide funds, 
the total alloted for Illinois 
communities was $64 million. 
. No reason for rejection of the 
projects was given. Jenkins 
said the criteria used in ap- 
proving grants included the 
number of unemployed in the 
area, the unemployment rate 
and family income. 

Madison County had a 7.6 per 
cent unemployment rate, ac- 
cording to the latest available 
figures for Semptember, but the 
nationwide: unemployment rate 
last month wa$ 8.1 per cent. 

Jenkins said 30 per cent of the 
state’s allocation was ear- 
marked for areas which had 
unemployment rates above the 
nation’s average. Thus, he 
noted, it was possible tor an 
area to have a high unem- 
ployment rate and still have its 
project rejected. 

The rejection of the county’s 
application for $8,550,000 for 
supplemental funding for 
consturction of the Area One 
sanitary sewer system and 
alternative funding for Areas 
Two and Three for sanitary 
sewers leaves the county 
without funding at this time for 
the Areas Two and Three 
projects. 

Nelson Hagnauer, chairman 
of the Madison County Board, 
has filed applications for $5 
million for Area One sewers, 
$1,750,000 for Area Two (State 
Park Place) and $1,900,000 for 
Area Three Eagle Park Acres 


and Cloverleaf area) after 
residents of Areas Two and 
Three objected to the costs and 
funding was eliminated. 

Other projects in this area 
that failed: to win approval 
included a request by the city of 
Madison for $514,600 for an 
addition to the city garage, an 
addition to the city hall and 
several city demolition 
projects. 

Also on the unapproved list 
was a request by Granite City 
School District 9 for $525,350 for 
a vocational-education addition 
at Granite City High Sphool 


Madison County is expected 
to resume planning for con- 
struction of a $4 million county 
jail building instead of trying to 
build one under bids totaling 
$6.5 million received last May. 
The county sold $4 million in 
general obligation bonds in 
December 1974. 

When bids totaled $6.5 million 
instead of the expected $4 
million, Hagnauer applied for 
the $3.5 million in EDA funds. 

Hagnauer said that as soon as 
the county is notified officially 
that the project has been turned 
down he will meet with the 
county's building committee 
and the architect ‘and we'll just 
have to build a $4 million jail.” 

fe noted that the county could 
build a jail building adequate to 
meet standards of the Illinois 
Department of Corrections, 
although’ it would have to be 

aller and some items 
eliminated from the original 
plans. 

He admitted, however, that 
by the time the jail is ready for 
occupancy, it may be 
inadequate for the county's 
needs. The state in recent years 
has been threatening to close 
down, the present county jail 
which is more than 100 years 
old. 

In neighboring St. Clair 
County, applicants fared better 
than those in Madison County. 
East St. Louis received ap- 
proval of a $4.5 million sanitary 
sewer reconstruction program, 
and the Bi-State Development 
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Agency is on the approved list 
for construction of a 8,000 
square foot terminal buildingat 
Bi-State Parks Airport at 
Cahokia with a grant of $1.7 
million. 

Stites Township is to receiv 
$420,000 grant for a health a: 
senior citizens center 
Brooklyn. 

An appoication by East St. 
Louis for a $4 million grant to 
build a new city hall was among 
the rejected projects.

GOP eyes national chairmanship Jan. 14

Rep. Philip M. Crane, who led 
Ronald Reagan's Presidential 
campaign in Illinois, has signed 
up 59 of the 143 House 
Republicans in a demand for a 
conservative as Republican 
national chairman. 

Crane told a news conference 
he would stay in the party no 
matter who becomes chairman 
at the Republican national 
committee meeting here Jan. 
4. 

The Illinois conservative said 


his party loyalty is in sharp 
contrast to “liberal 
Republicans who have 


threatened to leave the party if 
a conservative is elected.” 
Crane released a list of 58 
other House republicans who 
joined him in’ urging the 
national committee to select a 
chairman who will rejuvenate 
the party through a reaf. 
firmation of faith in “personal 
freedom rather than in 
collectivist regimentation."” 
‘Our party,” their statement 
said, ‘needs a chairman who 
represents the traditional 
principles articulated in the 
1976 party platform adopted in 
Kansas City 
“Someone whose leadership 
will symbolize the Republican 


virtues of limited government, 
lower taxes, creative enterprise 
and individual liberty.” 

Crane said he rejects 
“doomsayers” who fear the 
party is dead and call for a “‘me- 
too Republican party to emulate 
the Democrats.” 

“It would be fatal to assume 
we can beat the Democrats by 
doing what they are doing. The 
Democrats would be the 
beneficiaries." 

Although he disclosed no 
choice, Crane said a 
“technician” would be ac- 
ceptable as chairman as long as 
he supports Republican prin- 
ciples 

The party's regulation that 
the chairmanship is a ‘‘full-time 
job" rules out several sound 
potential candidates, Crane 
said, naming Reagan, Texan 
John Connally and Treasury 
Secretary William Simon 

They would have to make 
economic sacrifices to serve, he 
said, adding that the rule 
“narrows the field con 
siderably." 

Crane thought that the 
“talented and able’ Annie 
Armstrong, ambassador to 
England, would be acceptable 
to the committee. Even as 
Crane-spoke, President Gerald 
Ford told Congressional 
Republicans that she had 


“definitely” declined the job 

Mr. Ford said ‘there now 
appears to be a field of six 
prospects to succeed outgoing 
Mary Louise Smith as party 
chairman. 

House Minority Whip Robert 
H. Michel of Peoria, after the 
meeting with the President, 
said his list of potential can- 
didates includes James Baker, 
who managed the President's 
campaign; Ohio GOP Chairman 
Ken McGough; Indiana GOP 
Chairman Thomas Milligan; 
Utah Republican: Chairman 
Richard Richards, and Sen. Bill 
Brock of Tennessee, who was 
defeated for re-election. 

Michel said that, whoever 
wins the party chairmanship, 
“Mr. Ford still should be 
considered the leader of our 
party, not just a titular head.” 

Crane, during his own news 
conference, addressed the Ford 
status in the Republican party 


after Jimmy Carter's 
inaugural. 
Crane said he will be 


“deferential andrespectful” of 
Mr. Ford’s opinions, “‘but on the 
other hand Ronald Reagan is a 
co-equal — at least.” 

In response to a question, 
Crane said Reagan is “leaving 
the door open” and “has to be 
considered a viable candidate in 
1980."

Alarm over farmland investment fund plan 


A plan by a Chicago bank and 
a nationwide investment firm to 
create an “investment fund” in 
agricultural land has drawn 
comments of alarm from 
Illinois Farm Bureau President 
Harold Steele. 

The plan by the Continental 
Illinois National Bank and Trust 
Co. of Chicago and Merrill 
Lynch, Pierce, Fenner & Smith, 
Inc., would create a pooled 
investment fund from which 
stfares would be sold to cor- 
porate pension and profit. 
sharing programs and other 
investors. 

The investments would be 
used to buy about $50 million 
worth of farmland in several 
states, including Illinois. 

Land would be leased to 
farmers who would grow a 
variety of crops. Profits derived 
from lease payments, crop 
earnings and expected ap- 
preciation of the land values 
would be returned to the in- 
vestors 

Continental is to serve as 
trustee and investment adviser 
for the fund, while Merrill 


Lynchiss to act as the distributor 
— marketing the fund to in- 
vestors. 

Although bank spokesmen 
said” the fund would enable 
many young men to engage in 
farming who otherwise would 
not be able to raise funds on 
their own, Steele said that such 
a statement is ‘‘a smokescreen 
to the real issue,” and that 
Illinois farmers are apt to take 
a dim view 7 

“Farmers are already 
aggressively competing for 
farmland, driving the value up 
as much as 25 per cent a year,” 
Steele said. 

“This corporate venture 
would create an outside in- 
fluence that would likely drive 
land prices up at an even more 
rapid pace 

“It's clear that the investors 
will be trying to purchase land 
regardless of its price. That’s 
bound to dramatically affect 
land values,” Steele added 

He also expressed concern 
over property tax implications 
of the venture. 

“Higher prices being paid for 


farmland means higher land 
values, higher assessed 
valuations and ultimately 
higher property taxes per acre 
for all Illinois farmers regar- 
dless of how long the farm 

been in the family,” Steele said: 

“Other repercussions could 
occur too. 

“The fund could be cashed-in 
ina few years, either to reward 
the investors or to retrieve 
funds from an unprofitable 
venture. 

“At that time, the young 
farmer that the fund was 
helping could be left with no 
farm to support him and his 
family. 

“In addition, if the investors 
suddenly decided to pull out — 
and a large amount of land were 
dumped back on the market — 
land prices could take a 
dramatic downward dip. 

“This would be especially 
true if it occurred when farm 
incomes were depressed and 
farmers were unable to pur- 
chase the land being sold,” 
Steele added.

The FBI has stepped up its 
national drive to reduce “‘white- 
collar” crime during 1976, with 
good results, according to 
Director Clarence M. Kelley. 

He said Federal Bureau of 
Investigation white-collar 
crime investigations un- 

for example, land 
frauds in Arizona, forged and 
stolen securities in Missouri, 
industrial espionage in Illinois 
and short-loadings of grain in 
Louisiana. 

Each investigation involved 
millions of dollars in costs to the 
American consumer and the 
business community: 

More than 4,600 convictions 
resulted from FBI in 
vestigations, a record and an 
increase of 856 over 1975 

“We are getting good results, 
with fine cooperation from 
federal prosecutors, and we 
expect even better results inthe 
future,” Kelley said. 

The director reported that the 
FBI's investigative resources 
have been “substantially 
reoriented toward quality-type 
cases involving violations that 
could seriously hamper the 
economic health and integrity 
of American business."” 

He said the whité-collar 
criminal, whose trademark is 
the covert criminal act, has 
increased in number within 
recent years. 

The FBI anticipates greater 
investigative activity as a result

of the recruitment of additional 
accountant manpower. 

Special, agent-accountants in 
the FBI now number more than 
800, including 165 hired since 
Jan. 1, 1976. 

Kelley said, “An increasing 
proportion of our investigative 
time is being deyoted to white- 
collar crime, 

“Also, the FBI’ continues 
participation in the U. W. 
Department of Justice program 
to combat fraud in federal 
government housing projects. 

“Task forces have con- 
centrated their efforts in 28 
major metropolitan areas and 
— since the inception of this 
program — over 800 individuals 
have been indicted. 

“Some of these people are 
still awaiting trial. However, 
more than 550 have been con- 
victed.”” 

The FBI and the Aftorney 
General's White-Collar Crime 
Committee are considering 
using task forces to attack fraud 
in other-federal programs, and 
the FBI has committed ap- 
propriate manpower, Kelley 
said 

For example, special squads 
already have been assembled in 
several geographic areas where 
many frauds were perpetrated 
against Veterans 
Administration educational 
programs. 

This fall, 16 people were in- 
dicted as a result of a concerted 


effort’ to uncover fraud in 


Medicare-Medicaid programs. ' 


This approach has con- 
tributed to.an upward trend in 
convictions fér the past three 
years in white-collar crime, the 
FBI director said. 

Meanwhile, FBI agents are 
receiving more sophisticated 
training to better‘equip them to 
attack the white-collar 
criminal. 

Kelley said a four-week ad- 
vgnced. computer training 
program has been instituted at 
the FBI Academy in Quantico, 
Va. 

This program is geared ‘to 
familiarize the special agent- 
accountant with computer 
documentation and automated 


evnironment is simulated in 
order to assist special agent- 
accountants. investigating 
frauds perpetrated against the 
banking community. 

The director indicated that 


. the FBI is alerting manufac- 


turers, distributors and 
retailers to the scope of the 
white-collar crime problem.

ASK DOCTOR 
Black lung 


worries 
miner

Q. I have this problem of 
not being able to lie on my 
back. After lying on my back 
for a few minutes I get where 
I can’t breathe. After work 
ing in strip mines for over 30 
years, I'm sure I have black 
lung. Is there anything I can 
do to help the situation? 

‘A. Black lung is the name 
given to the illness resulting 
from many years of inhaling 
coal dust..The dust particies 
get trapped in the thin-walled 
air sacs and eventually the 
reaction in the walls thickens 
them, reduces their elasticity 
and produces a picture re- 
sembling emphysema. Usu- 
ally the major symptom is 
shortness of breath when ex- 
erting. 

The fact that you get short 
of breath lying down suggests 
that other problems may also 
be present. The heart can 
eventually be affected also 
and if it weakens, congestion 
of the lungs with fluid may 
result. This will cause symp- 
toms more dent on 
gravity. If you stand or sit a 
lot, the fluid may collect in 
the ankles or lower end of the 
spine. Lying down makes it 
gravitate back to the lungs. 

‘This is a situation that calls 
for medical care. If the heart 
is showing signs of failure, it 
must be treated properly be- 
fore severe fluid retention 
fills the lungs up or causes 
kidney function to fail. If the 
problem is limited to lung fi- 
brosis or scarring from the

New institutions in Illinois 
eligible for school lunches 


School lunch is no longer just 
for schools. 

Legislation passed by 
Congress has expanded US. 
Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) child feeding activities 
to include many different kinds 
of institutions — including child 
care centers, settlement 
houses, hospitgls and other 
facilities which care for 
children. 

Robert E. Ohizen, director, 
School Food Services Section, 
Illinois State Office of 
Education, reports that his 
agency is making an all-out 
effort to inform these in 
stitutions and @enters of their 
possible eligibility for USDA 
child nutrition programs. 

Such institutions include — 
but are not limited to — homes 
for the mentally retarded, 
emotionally disturbed, and 
unmarried mothers and their 
infants. 

Orphanages, temporary 
shelters for abused or runaway 
children, long-term care 
hospitals and juvenile detention 
centers may be eligible. 

Private institutions also may 
qualify if they are non-profit 


and licensed by the state or a 
local level of government to 
provide child care services 

Under these programs, the 
federal government bears part 
of the expense for meals for 
children. This is done through 
financial assistance and-or 
USDA donated foods 

In return, schools or in- 
stitutions agree to follow 
federal requirements, which 
include providing meals that 
megt USDA standards and 
serving free or reduced price 
meals to children who cannot 
affort the price of the meal 

In the 1976 fiscal year, 
1,079,000 Illinois children 
participated in the national 
school lunch program and about 
79,000 in the school breakfast 
program. 

Federal expenditures for 
child nutsition programs in 
Illinois were in the neigh 
borhood of $100 million in fiscal 
1976.

Mountain Grown 


19-year SIUE span recalled 
as challenging and creative 


When Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
moved into the two new 
classroom buildings ‘on. the 
campus, it triggered the 
memories of faculty and staff 
members who have been with 
the university since 1957. That is 
the year some say SIUE came 
into being. 

Some persons place the 

of the educational 


sinstitution in 1965, when the 


campus at Edwardsville was 
first oceupied. Still other people 
contend that the the year was 
1949. 

“Forty-nine was the year 
that SIU at Carbondale 
established a residence center 
in Belleville, offering extension 
courses taught by faculty 
commuting all the way from 
stuc. 

In away, they are all correct. 
When can one say a dream 
begins — during its planning 
stage, during its formative 
years, or when the new 


buildings are finally occupied,’ 


staff members ask. 

No matter how one looks at it, 
1957 was an ‘‘exciting year” for 
those involved in the 
development of the university. 
That year, two residence 
centers were established — one 
at Alton and the other at East 
St. Louis. It was from these two 
centers that the first SIUE 
degree candidates were 
graduated in June 1958. 

David Bear, Howard Davis, 
John Schnabel and Norman 
Showers were ampng the first 
faculty members hired to teach 
at the university, which 
ultimately would be located at 
the present 2,600-acre site. 

Like many of the early em- 
ployes of the fledgling 
university, they had been 
“sold’’ on a dream — a dream 
that one day a new campus 
would rise on the Mississippi 
River bluffs to provide in 
creased educational op- 
portunities for the residents 

Schnabel, professor of 
secondary education at SIUE, 
recalls, “It was an exciting, 
dynamic and challenging 
situation, bringing higher 
education within reach of every 
member of the community.” 

Closing of Shurtleff College, 
130-year-old college in Alton, 
had allowed SIUE to offer a 
limited program there during 
the summer of 1957. But it was 
not until the fall quarter that a 
full program got under way 


Oks 


Classes did not begin at the 
East St. Louis center until the 
fall that year. Its 
facilities were scattered. 
Administrative offices were 
located on ‘the second floor of 
the old Broadview Hotel, which 
still registered guests. And 
classes were taught at the old 
Rock Junior High School 
building at 10th and Ohio 
Streets. 

Creature comforts were 
scarce at both locations. 

University officers had 
estimated that the two centers 
would open their doors to 800 
students that fall. They were 
surprised. “More than double 
that amount showed up,” ac- 
cording to Davis, coordinator of 
the Deans College. 

‘The two centers registered 
over 1,600 students. More than 
half of the students attended 
classes at Alton, with nearly 800 
students attending the East St. 
Louis Residence Center. 

The educators were un- 
prepared to handle such a large 
load of students. “While the 
students were registering, we 
were still running off schedule 
changes and adding more 
course offerings,’’ Schnabel 
said. 

Bear, chairman of the 
elementary education depart- 
ment, admitted it took a bit of 
unraveling later to get all the 
records straight. Some of the 
people working at registration 
had little or no background in 
advisement. 

And many of them, hired 
strictly for the new school, were 
not acquainted with catalog 
descriptions that had originated 
in Carbondale. e 

In the confusion, some fresh- 
men were allowed to take 
courses intended for junior and 
senior levels, Some people went 
through admission and 
registration ‘procedures while 
never showing up for classes. 

“We had people who came in 
just to see what it would be like 
to attend college. They applied 
for admission and never came 
back,” Davis related. 

“College was something they 
had always wanted to reach out 
for. Some had no conception of 
what going to college involved,” 
Schnabel added 

Showers had been a member 
of the Shurtleff College faculty 
that chose to continue with 
SIUE 

The associate professor of

education vividly remembers 
the first graduation. He 
escorted the seven candidates 
to Carbondale for the 
ceremonies. 

The first graduating class 
included: Gail Buenger, 
Richard Elzy, Nancy Rae 
Henry, David Howell, Bernice 
Ragsdale, James Rosk and 
Billy Joe Tite. 

Five of the students were 
business majors. Another 
student majored in business 
education, and the other was a 
student of history. 

Students who had only a year 
to complete the requirements 
for graduation were given the 
option of receiving their 

from Shurtleff or SIUE, 
Showers said. 

He also remembers the first 
commencement exercises held 
at the SIUE site. Services were 
conducted in the middle of a 
corn field located just off 
Illinois Route 157. 

“They cut the corn down for 
commencement,"’ Showers 
said. A swatch of cornstalks 
was cleared across the field for 
seating, and another swatch 
was removed for parking. 

The candidates who marched 
down the uneven corn rows to 
collect their hard-earned 
degrees were anything but 
“corny.” Many were. first- 
generation college students, 
sometimes holding fulltime jobs 
while getting their education 
between work shifts. 

If the students had difficult 
times, so did their instructors. 
Showers remembers lecturing 
in a classroom where the sound 
of his voice bounced off the 
walls. 

Painted with war-surplus 
silver paint, the room echoed. 
“I would spend the first hour 


\ lecturing and the second hour 


listening to my echo,” Showers 
jokes. 

The glare off the shiny wall 
also bothered the eyes of the 
professor and his students. 

‘The school was aptly labeled 
a commuter campus. The in- 
structors were doing more 
commuting than their students. 

Most of the teachers con- 
ducted classes at both cam- 
puses. And since the school was 
still strongly tied to the Car. 
bondale campus, the roads 
between all three places were 
heavily traveled. 

“In some instances, faculty 
members and staff spent as 
much time on the road as they 
did in their classrooms,” Bear 
said. Sometimes, committee 
work was handled along the 
route, with restaurants at the 
halfway point utilized ds a 
meeting place. 

During the 19 years that SIUE 
has turned out students, most of 
them have majored either in 
business or in education. 
Education accounted for the 
bulk of the degree candidates 
during the early years. 3 

“Twenty years ago there was 
a great shortage of teachers. 
There was a need for more 
teachers and more education 
for those already in service,” 
Bear said. 

He attributed the shortage to 
the big turnover in the teaching 
profession and the low salaries 
offered the teachers. 

Now that the demand for 
teachers has been met, the 
SIUE School of Education is 
concentrating on providing in- 
service training for those 
already in the field. There is 
also a great demand today for 
teachers in the area of special 
education. 

During the past few years, 
SIUE has graduated more 
students in the discipline of

Study of public 
administrators 
in three areas 


Clyde Bishop, research 
associate for the Center for 
Urban and Environmental 
Research and Services 
(CUERS) at SIUE, has been 
awarded a Ford Foundation 
grant to study black public 
administrators. 

John Rodman, director of the 
Office of Research and Projects 
at the university, said the grant 
will enable the researcher to 
undertake a study of the per- 
ceptions, functions and career 
patterns of blacks in public 
administrative positions. 

“The past few years have 
witnessed an increased interest 
in the role and function of black 
public officials,” Bishop said. 
Many also have entered public 
service careers, he added. 

“Given the emphasis on af- 
firmative action at the federal, 
state and local levels of 
government, prospects for 
increased participation in 
public service appear to be 
favorable. The irony of this 
situation, however, is that little 
is known about the perceptions, 
functions and career patterns of 
such administrators in public 
life. 

“For example, little is known 
about the institutional ex- 
perience they have once they 
get into, government. Little is 
known about how quickly they 
move from level to level, how 
much of their work is staff 
rather than line, how many 
assisgnments are limited to 
personnel rather than including 
financial management, or how 


believes “We are not 
destined to be a Harvard of the 
Midwest. But I think we have a 
mission to serve the educational 
needs of the people of this area 
— whatever they might be,” 
Davis concluded. 

“For the person who is 
flexible in nature and adaptable 
to change, work at this 
university will continue to be 
challenging and interesting,” 
Bear added. 


deeply they are involved in 
policy matters. 

"Given that blacks are now 
gaining positions that allow 
them to exert considerable 
influence on governmental units 
in terms of policy, program 
development and —_im- 
plementation, it is important to 
ascertain ‘whether — such 
representation will bring forth a 
more responsive concern for the 
needs of black people,” Bishop 
said. 

The year-long study will in- 
clude interviews with at least 
400 black and white ad- 


ministrators in three large~ 


cities. 

Since a considerable number 
of variables may affect per- 
ceptions and behavior as they 
relate in an administrative 
context, the study will be 
conducted in several cities 
located in different 
geographical areas, Bishop 
said. 

The socio-temporal context 
for the study will be the 
metropolitan areas of East St. 
Louis, Pittsburgh and St. Louis. 
According to the researcher, 

the ies were chosen for 
several reasons. 

As sites for the testing of 
existing hypotheses, the regions 
allow for — considerable 
variability. Each of the chosen 
cities shows a marked dif- 
ference in the duration and 
extent of public administration 
functions performed by blacks, 
he noted. 

All governmental, quasi- 
governmental and major public 
service organizations in the 
regions will be contacted, and 
those black and white persons 
serving in administrative 
capacities will be identified and 
questioned

Ceramics can be more dans a craft 


Korea’s gain will be 
Amerita's loss when Korean 
Ceramist Chung Hyun Cho 
completes her studies at 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville. 

Mrs. Cho will return to her 
husband and two daughters 
after completing requirements 
for her master of fine- arts 
degree (MFA)—and capturing 
the hearts of the Americans she 
met during her 15-month visit. 

Not long after she arrived in 
America, she discovered she 
had to work hard, but she also 
waged a campaign to show 
Americans that ceramics are 
an art form and not just a craft 

Working quickly and yet 
carefully with delicate art tools, 
she showed the ceramic 
students at SIUE that she not 
only creates art objects but 
understood how the act of 
creating a ceramic can also 
become an art form. 

The Oriéntal philosophy of 
tranquility, gentleness and 
beauty radiates through her 
hands as she decorates her 
ceramic green ware, -often 
while surrounded by admiring 
art students, associates say 

Even her English is 
broken, Mrs. Cho seeks to show 
art is a universal language. In 
ber MFA exhibit, she included 
stoneware, parcelain and 
earthenware pieces. 

She explained that in 
stoneware, the clay is fired to a 
temperature where it becomes 
hard and stone-like. 

Many of her stoneware pieces 
are salt-glazed, a revived 
process that was common 
during America’s Colonial 
period. Salt glazing produces an- 
‘orange peel” or pitted nature 
in the ceramic. 

Jack Cannon, associate 
professor of art and design and 
Mrs. Cho's instructor, explains 
that salt glazing is a process of 
throwing salt in the kiln at the 
peak teniperature. This coats 
the stoneware with a glass 
finish 

It is uncommon today 
because it is so unprecitable, 
and only artists with Mrs. Cho's 
patience still use it. 

Mrs. Cho also has classified a 
Korean pottery collection given 
to SIUE by Mrs. David M 
Stroup of Sumpter, S. C., with 
pieces from three dynasties. 

According to Cannon, Korean 
ceramics are important due to 
their historic value and because 
some of them are “artistic 
masterpieces second to none.

Earnings gap between 
men, women ts wider 


The gap between the earnings 
of women and men has nearly 
doubled since 1955, according to 
the Women's Bureau, 
Employment Standards 
Administration, U.S. Depart- 
ment of Labor. 

In constant dollars, taking 
inflation into account, the gap 
increased from $1,911 in 1955 to 
$3,433 in 1974, according to the 
new report. 

“The Earnings Gap Between 
Women and Men” reports that 
among year-round, full-time 
workers, men’s earnings ex- 
ceeded women's by 56 per cent 
in 1955, and by 1974 the dif 
ferential had increased to 75 per 
cent 

The 1974 median earnings of 
women were $6,772, compared 
with $11,835 for men. 

Although women were 32 per 
cent of all year-round, full-time 
workers in 1974, they accounted 
for 63 per cent of workers 
earning between $3,000 and 
$4,999, and for 58 per cent of 
those earning $5,000 to-$6,999. 
Women made up only five per 
cent of the workers earning 
$15,000 or more. 

The publication notes two 
primary factors which have 
contributed to the widening 
gap: continued concentration of 
women in low-skilled, low- 
paying occupations, and a 
dynamic rise in women's labor 
force participation which has 


resulted in a larger proportion 
of women in or near the entry 
level of jobs. 


In commenting on the ear- 
nings gap, Women's Bureau 
Director Carmen R. Maymi 
said it indicates that em- 
ployment gains women have 
made recently in securing 
higher-level and better-paying 
positions have not been 
significant enough to start a 
trend toward closing the gap. 


She stressed a need for 
“renewed action to open more 
training and employment to 
women in the high- 
professional, tec 
managerial and craft 
cupations.”

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Vital to devise economical conversion of coal to gas, oil 


‘The on-again, off-again state civic center 
and Alton locks and dam replacement and 
the off-again, on-again Columbia-Waterloo 
airport have new company: the federab pilot 
plant at New Athens to convert coal into oil 
and synthetic gas. 

There have been high hopes for the New 
Athens facility because Illinois has 
abundant high-sulfur coal and the new 
Process would eliminate excess sulfur. 

It had been announced that work would 
begin in 1977 and be completed by 1980, 
employing 1,000 during construction and 
260 to operate the plant. At ‘its peak, the 
plant theoretically would take in 2,600 tons 
of coal a day and produce from it 3,500 
barrels of oil and 22,000,000 cubic feet of 

as. 

The federal Energy Research and 
Development Administration has con- 
tracted with the Coalcon Co. of New York, a 
Union Carbide Corp. subsidiary, to build 
the plant. The agency now feels “high 


technological risks and marginal economics 
make it unattractive to make any com- 
mitment beyond completion of the process 
design.” The plant may be delayed two 
years or scrapped altogether, ERDA said 
Friday. 

While efficient use of tax dollars requires 
officials to move cautiously when on un- 
proven ground, the unique nature of the 
Project would seem to justify a bit of 
gambling to perfect the gasification 
technique. 

Environmentally-acceptable domestic 
fuel supplies are so limited, imports are so 
uncertain and the coal supply so vast that it 
seems imperative to explore the plant's 
feasibility further if there is some likelihood 
of success. 

Certainly, rising costs of Arabian oil 
could enhance the economic attractiveness 
of the St. Clair County project between now 
and the early 1980s. 


Less parking on Fehling could worsen overall congestion 


New parking restrictions along the 
southeastern side of Fehling Road from 
State Street to Nameoki Road may prove 
self-defeating. Intended to ‘‘eliminate 
traffic congestion,” the ban may make 
congestion worse during athletic events in 
the nearby stadium by giving spectators 
inadequate parking places. 

Although Fehling traffic is somewhat 
tight when there is parking along'both sides 
of the curving thoroughfare, there is room 
for two-way use during such times. 

Some adjacent streets are narrower and 
pose more serious problems if stadium 

° parking overflows from Fehling due to the 
new law. 

Although most people thought it was 


justified ten years ago to use part of Wilson 
Park for the vehicles attracted by a park- 
related facility, the ice skating rink- 
recreation center, it would be a shame to see 
further parking encroachment on the joint 
campus of Coolidge Junior High School and 
Granite City High School South. There is a 
substantial area of greenery, but the campus 
is not excessively large in view of the number 
of students and the diversity of activities. 
If it boils down to Fehling parking or 
blacktopping part of the school grounds, 
continued street parking would appear to be 
the better choice by a wide margin. 
Perhaps what some Fehling residents in 
effect are saying is that they would rather 
see the joint South-North stadium located 
elsewhere within the school district. 


Deficiencies in ‘alternatives’ to new Alton locks and dam 


Post-Dispatch Comment—The General 
Accounting Office has found deficiencies in 
all three plans to rehabilitate Locks and 
Dam 26 at Alton, although, with 
modifications, the three plans also could 
add SO years of life to the present 
Mississippi River traffic facilities. 

The study prepared for the GAO by a 
New York engineering firm does not entirely 
justify claims of victory by those proposing 
alternatives to a new lock and dam. 

Illinois officials, representing the nation’s 
second largest railroad state, were quick to 
say that the GAO had verified the feasibility 
of their alternative. They p: to install 
a new 1,200-foot lock in the middle of the 
existing dam and to repair the latter at a 
; cost estimated at $90,000,000. 

The GAO report says that plan does not 
* include adequate costs for dam repair and 
the price tag should be $182,600,000. 

» The Western Railroad Association also 
;claimed support for its proposal to repair 

{the present facilities at a cost of 

: $52,742,100. The GAO study says this plan 
is based on several assumptions that need to 
be confirmed, and the repairs could run as 
high as $84,900,000. 


Moreover, this plan would not provide for 
expanded barge traffic in a bottleneck 
locking system where long delays now are 
frequent. 

Finally, the Army Engineers had 
reluctantly proposed rehabilitating the 
existing structure, while keeping traffic 
open, as an alternative to their earlier plan 
to build an entirely new dam and lock two 
miles downstream. 

The cost of rehabilitation was placed at 
$473,000,000 even more than the 
estimated $400,000,000 price of a new lock 
and dam. The GAO study finds that 
rehabilitation estimate to be $132,000,000 
too high, and the probable cost to be 
$49,000,000 below the all-new cost. 

While the GAO concludes that two of the 
plans are estimated to cost too little, and 
one too much, what stands out is that each 
was prepared in the self-interest of the 
Proponents, and each would succeed only 
upon granting some basic assumptions and 
modifications. 

In reviewing the GAO report, Congress 
may conclude that this is no way to build a 
dam, or to serve the Midwest's important 
riverway system.

It is unlikely that President- 
elect Carter will ride the new 
Washington subway the way 
Gov. Michael Dukakis rides the 
MBTA to the State House in 
Boston, or that he'll trade the 
White House fleet of limousines 
for California Gov. Jerry 
Brown's ,chauffeurless 
Plymouth. 

But Jimmy Carter insists he 
will be a citizen president in the 
Jacksonian mold, beginning 
with his inauguration. 

The intent is laudable; the 
diminution of the imperial 
presidency, crucial. 

For too long, Americans have 
seen their president as a man 
apart, practicing an insider's 
kind ‘of politics disconnected 
from their daily concerns and 
their perceptions of the nation’s 
problems. 

Their view has been accurate 
and often shared by the oc 
cupants of the White House who 
have lived hermetically sealed 
from the contamination of the 
commonplace. 

Surrounded by sycophants, 
treated to every conceivable 
luxury and convenience, any 
man finds it hard to remember 
his mortality or the fallibility of 
individual judgment. 

This perception of near

omnipotence, perhaps naively 
fed by the media with their 
saturation coverage of the 
presidency, has, in the past, 
created expectations that 
cannot be filled 

Inevitably, disillusion sets in 
and the man, elected in a spasm 
of hope, becomes a disap- 
pointment before his term 
expires. 


By consciously changing

Courts-politics link in Hlinois - 


(Committee on Courts 
and Justice) 

Until the 1840s, virtually all 
state court judges were ap- 
pointed. 

In 1832, Missouri became the 
first state to elect all judges; 
and in 1846, New York led a 
change from gubernatorial and 
legislative appointment to the 
election of state court judges on 
a political party bases. 

Federal judges continued to 
be appointed by the President 
with the advice and consent of 
the Senate. 

When the Englishman James 
Bryce wrote his great two- 
volume work, “The American 
Commonwealth,” at the turn of 
the century, he said that the 
prestige of the appointed 
federal judiciary was high, but 
he did not give a similar 
favorable report on most of the 
elected state courts. 


Recent election evidence has. 
shown that the practice of 
requiring a judge to be political 
partisan and to solicit campaign 
funds presents impossible 
problems for the judge and for 
the public 

Until recently, Illinois did not 
have laws which would give us. 
the figures on campaign funds 
and solicitations in this state, 
but the American Judicature 
Society’s files contain 
enlightening information as to 
other states. 

In Michigan, one candidate 
for the Supreme Court spent 
$183,000 to elect himself to that 
office. a 

Some judges in Michigan sell 
tickets to their fund-raising 
parties. While 15 years ago $25 
was a common price for ad- 
mission to a judicial fund 
raiser, today the price runs 
from $100 to $150. 


This practice has spread to 
Minois. 

A Michigan newspaper 
reported an incident where a 
lawyer was fighting a hotly- 
contested divorce case and the 
lawyers went into chambers 
and conferred. 

The opposing lawyer, in the 
middle of the argument, told the 
judge he wanted to buy two 
tickets to the judge's fund- 
raiser. 

The judge took the cash, went 
toa desk drawer, pulled,out two 
tickets, put the cash in the 
drawer and continued the 
discussion of the case. 

In Wisconsin in the early 
1970s, the cost of campaigning 
for the Supreme Court ranged 
from an average of $100,000 to a 
h igh of $150,000.

Says ‘outside’ money not an issue 


Bruce Johnston, chief 
negotiator for the 10 major steel 
companies in the U.S., is 
sticking his nose in our union's 
election. 

It is clear that the steel in- 
dustry is worried that our slate 
is going to win and that we'll 
have a strong and democratic 
union again which looks out for 
the membership first. 

Johnston and the steel 
companies know that, if we are 
elected, our business will be 
handled differently 

We're going to put an end to 
secret negotiations and see that 
all contracts will be submitted 
to the membership for 
ratification. 

Our union members are 
getting sick and tired of the 
paternalistic attitude shown by 
the steel companies and our 
current union leadership, who 
believes they know what's best 
for the workers. 

Our members are aware of 
the fact that it is the steel 
companies that are responsible 
for the fact that the mills are 
running at 70 per cent capacity 
and that more than 20 per cent 
of our members are unem- 
ployed. 

The companies say they are 
worried about foreign imports, 
and yet they continue raising 
their prices. 

I fully support the inquiry by 
the U.S. Justice Department 
into the possibility of price. 
fixing by the steel companies. 

Despite the enormous profits 
the steel companies have made 
in the last three years, our 
members will be out of work as 
long as the steel companies 
refuse to have competitive 
prices. And Johnston knows 
that very well. 

The fact that I was attacked 
by Johnston and retiring USWA 
President I. W. Abel at the same 
time is no coincidence. It’s not 
surprising that there would be a 
coordinated attack on me. 

Both Abel and Johnston share 
the attitude that ‘‘what’s good 
for the company is good for the 


underestimated the intelligence 
of the membership. 

With respect to Abel's 
statement that he would resign 
if I am elected, I don't know 
whether to take that as a threat 
or a promise. 

It certainly does show Abel's 
contempt for the membership 
and his belief that the USWA is 
@ one-man union which can't 
survive without him. The 
members of this union are quite 
capable of running their own 
union democratically. 

I criticize Abel's statement 
that the Sadlowski campaign is 
being funded by “‘outsiders.” 

It's well-known and well- 
documented that Abel sup- 
ported Tony Boyle in the 1972 
United Mine Workers election, 
and yet he criticizes our at: 
torney for having been active in 
alding the reform slate in that 
election. 

Abel's stance on outside in- 
terference is totally 
hypocritical, since his ad- 
ministration actively raised 
money to try to beat me when I 
ran for District 31 director and 
then refused to order a re- 
election when the first election 
was taken from me. 

When the U.S. Department of 
Labor investigated that elec- 
tion, it was Abel's side that 
turned out to be guilty of 
questionable financial prac- 
tices. 

Abel seems to have forgotten 
his testimony on the witness 
stand at that time about his 
“‘official family’s’ political 
slush fund, the so-called Fund 
for Continued Leadership which 
raised more than $50,000 in staff 
contributions for my opponent 
in the District 31 race. 

Abel says that he'd like to see 
Senator Harrison Williams’ 
Senate Committee investigate 
the financing of this campaign. 
We'd love nothing better. 

¥f such an investigation takes 
place, our members will then be 
aware of the fact that the Abel 
administration has again been 
soliciting funds for my opponent 
from the union staff. 

We have copies of letters from 
the opposition requesting 
regular contributions from the 
USWA staff for my opponent in 
amounts ranging from $25 to 
$500, and we know that USWA 
department heads have been 


asked to contribute $1,000 
apiece. 2 

The Landrum-Griffin Act 
prohibits unions from, using 
coercion to obtain campaign 
contributions from union staff. 

The opposition is violating the 
spirit of the law, if not the actual 
letter. 

The opposition knows that it 
would have far more to lose 
than we would from a real in- 
vestigation. Abel’s statement is 
a publicity stunt. 

Outside money is really 
phony issue. 

The opposition has conceded 
that other labor leaders, such as 
Lane Kirkland and Murray 
Finley, have been fund-raising 
for my opponent, Lloyd 
McBride, all along. 

As far as management is 
concerned, they know who they 
want -to win. And it isn’t our 
slate, that’s for sure. 

I think Abel would be serving 
a far more useful purpose if he 
pointed out to the membership 
how the steel companies ‘have 
created many of their own 
problems. 

Because the industry has 
been able to operate as a shared 
monopoly over the years, 
management found it easy to 
ignore the need to modernize 
facilities while getting high 
prices and high profits. 


Meanwhilé, foreign 
steelmakers were developing 
new oxygen steel mills, con- 
tinuous casting and specialty 
steels during ‘the 1950s and 
1960s. 

U.S. industry has been almost 
20 years behind in making these 
innovations, which it had the 
capital and know-how to im- 
plement. 

Yet, the steel companies 
continue to take the short view. 

‘They cling to the monopoly 
pricing system which brings a 
lower volume of sales and more 
of our members to the unem- 
ployment lines. 

I believe it is the proper role 
of union leadership to point out 
the disastrous éffects of this

Another judge campaigned on 
television that he would”get the 
“thieves and muggers and 
murderers" into celis. 

The New York 1972 campaign 
included an advertisement in 
which the head of the Off-Track 
Betting Corporation endorsed 
one candidate as ‘‘best bet’ for 
judge. 

In Cook County in 1976; a 
candidate campaigned with 
posters urging ‘Vote law and 
order . criminals will fear 
this man.” 

One lawyer in Louisiana who 
had been a‘firm advocate of 
elected judges changed his 
mind after he saw what hap- 
pened to an outstanding lawyer 
in Louisiana who ran for the 
Supreme Court against the 
partner of the mayor of New 
Orleans. 

In the last week of the cam- 
paign, the mayor of New 
Orleans took out a series of 
newspaper advertisement 
impugning the character of the 
outstanding lawyer, 

In 1973, even the Gondon press 
printed the negs that a  can- 
didate for chief justice of the 
highest court in New York had 
expended over $350,000 on 
television and newspaper ad- 
vertising. 

In the bitter campaign, the 
candidates’ supporters spread 
vilification and rumors about 
charges of bad health and a 
quashed indictment. 

For that campaign, one 
candidate spend $496,000; a 
second spent $754,000; and a 
third had only $385 avaliable for 
commercial advertising. 

In 1976, the Champaign- 
Urbana Courier highlighted the 
problem of financing cam- 
paigns by calling upon a newly- 
elected judge to return con- 
tributions from attorneys who 
will be appearing before him. 

When a judge must pay 
$150,000 in campaign ex- 
penses to obtain a judicial 
post which pays a salary of 
$35,000 to $50,000 a year, we 
are obviously saying that no 
will be allowed to be a judge 
unless he is a rich man. 

Or else, we are saying that 
judges must indebt and 
obligate themselves to pers» 
sons to whom they will owen 
fulfillment of obligations after 
they attain the bench. a 
The expense of campaigning 
and attaining name recognition 
and voter acceptance, and the 
need for a working organization 
— plus the inability of voters to 
assume the burden of informing 
themselves on long lists of 


judicial candidates — allow the 
dominant political party in an 
area to exereise a power similar 
to appointment, in all but the 
exceptional case. 

‘The situation was no'different 
in $914; cin a entitléd 
“unpopular Goyernment in the 
United States,” Professor Kales 
of Northwestern University 


“The plain truth is that in a 
metropolitan district «the 
selection af judges by some’sort 
of appointing power. cannot by 
any possibility be-avoided. ~ 

“The position. of a single 
judge out of as many"as 30'and 
upward in a district containing 
an electorate of 100,000 and-over 
is too hidden and obscure to 
enable any man who is willing 
to occupy the place to secure a 
popular following. . 

“In addition, the deter- 
mination of those fit to hold 
judicial office is unusually 
difficult. It would be a problem 
for a single individual who had 
an extensive personal 
knowledge of the candidates 
and had observed them closely 
for a considerable period in the 
practice of their profession. 

“For all but the most ex- 
ceptional judge in a 
metropolitan district, the power 
which places him in office and 
retires him from office will be 
an jappointing péwer, although 
there be in force the so-called 
popular election of judges. 


“So long as extra-legal 
government by politocrats is 
the real government, that ap- 
pointing power will be lodged in 
the politocrats’ who wield the 
power of that government. 

“In a metropolitan district, 
the judges, though the elec- 
torate regularly votes to install 
them in office, are not in fact 
elected at all. They are ap- 
pointed. 

“The. appointing power is 
lodged with the politocrats ef 
the extra-legal government. 

“These men appoint the 
nominees. They do it openly and 
with a certain degree of 
responsibility under the con- 
vention system. They do it less 
openly and with less respon- 
sibility when primaries are 
held,” Prof. Kales concluded. 

Gradually, therfore, the 
American people have begun to 
realize that we need to improve 
the methods of selecting state 
court judges; that 
citizen's substantial interest 
and; indeed, his entire fate and 
future — are at stake in what 
kind df state court judges he has 
and to whom the judges are 
obligated.

Ruling backs 
handicapped 
employment 


Attorney General William J. 
Scott has issued a legal opinion 
stating that the Illinois State 
Toll Highway Authority is not 
exempt from new provisions of 
the state's personnel code which 
call for equal employment 
opportunity for women, 
minorities and handicapped 
persons. 

Thomas Fuller, acting 
director of the state's Equal 
Employment Opportunity 
Office, requested Scott's 
opinion. 

Scott's opinion noted that new 
provisions contained in Public 
Act 79-1441, which took effect 
Aug. 26, 1976, do not conflict 
with other provisions of law that 
give the Highway Authority 
power to emplo¥ and discharge 
employes without regard to job 
classifications, qualifications 
and conditions established for 
the Department of Personnel 

Scott said no conflict exists 
because the new law simply 
provides generally for job 
opportunity fairness for women, 
minorities and handicapped 
persons. 

The provisions apply to all 
constitutional offices, depart- 
ments, agencies, boards and 
commissions of state govern- 
ment.

Law sets standards 
for drinking water

You can help to monitor the 
public water supply that comes 
into your home 

If you find your drinking 
water unpleasant in taste, odor 
or appearance, first contact the 
water utility for an explanation 
If you are not satisfied call or 

e your state health or en 
vironmental protection 
department 

If you suspect the water is 
actually unsafe and you want to 
notify the federal government 
after consulting with state 
authorities, contact Consumer 
Complaints, Public Information 
Center, Environmental 
Protection Agency, 
Washington, D. C. 20460. 

A citizen “may bring civil 
action against any public water 
system or Federal agency that 
he or she believes is violating 
the Safe Drinking Water A 

Congress authorized $156 
million for each of the fiscal 
years 1975, 1976 and 1977 to 
implement the Environmental 
Protection Agency’s (EPA) 
efforts to detect and correct 
haz@rds in drinking water. 

This involves research into 
treatment techniques for 
monitoring and removing 
bacteria and viruses and for 
protecting water sources from 
new toxic chemicals and 
radioactive wastes. 

Most conventional treatment 
plants (originally built to 
protect water from more 
“single” sources of pollution) 
may not. give. adequate 
Protection from the new 
chemicals that can enter and 
contaminate both surface and 
underground water. 

For instance, in 1975 an EPA 
survey of public water supplies 
in 80 cities found that small 
quantities of organic chemicals 
were present in the water 
system in all parts of the 
country. 

The EPA published interim 
primary regulations on Dec. 24, 
1975, setting maximum con- 
taminant levels permitted for 


so 
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bacteria, turbidity of water and 
@ great number of organic and 


inorganic chemicals as well as _ 


the minimum number of times 
that drinking water must be 
sampled 

A schedule of revised 
regulations, based on a study of 
the health effects of drinking 
water contaminants will form 
the basis of revised primary 
regulations scheduled to be 
proposed in 1977 and to become 
effective in 1979 — allowing 2 
years for implementation. 

You should be aware of 
notices in your water bills and 
in your local newspaper that 
conern variances from the 
requirements of drinking water 
regulations 

The amount of disease — such 
as salmonellosis —_ and 
gastroenteritis — as well as 
typhoid and cholera, caused by 
contaminated drinking water in 
the period of 1961-1973 has been 
estimated to be from 55,000 
cases to 550,000 cases — a 
spread of 10 fold. 

On the other hand, the largest 
single factor in the dramatic 
decline of typhoid since 1900 has 
been the implementation of 
public water purification and 
supply systems.

Scott fighting nuclear 
power plant near dunes 


Illinois Attorney General 
William J. Scott is taking new 
legal action to prevent con- 
struction of the Bailly Nuclear 
Power Plant adjacent to the 
Indiana Dunes National 
Lakeshore. 

Scott, acting for the state of 
Illinois, joined with a number of 
environmental groups to 
petition the United States 
Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission (NRC) to suspend and 
revoke Northern Indiana Public 
Service Company's con 
struction permit for the 
Proposed nuclear power plant. 


Scott said “significant ‘new 
factual and legal develop- 
ments” have occurred over the 
two-and-one-half-year period 
since the NIPSC was given 
permission to construct the 
Bailly plant 

These include: admissions by 
the power company that the 
cost of building the plant has 
risen from $180 million to at 
least $675 million; admissions 
and new evidence from the 
company that the power to be 
generated by the plant will not 
be needed until about 1985 in- 
stead of 1979," as previously 
concluded by the Atomic 
Energy Commission; and 
recent court decisions that NRC 
procedures for considering the 
environmental impact of 
nuclear waste disposal and 
energy conservation were not 
complete enough to conform 


with federal law 

Scott said the state believes 
that these new developments 
alter the cost-benefit analysis 
the NRC must perform before 
permitting construction of a 
nuclear power plant, and “‘cast 
serious doubt on the wisdom" of 
building the Bailly Nuclear 
Power Plant 

He explained that the state 
believes these dewelopments 
require a new and detailed 
examination of the NRC's 
decision to permit construction 
of a nuclear plant at the site, 
and an immediate suspension of 
construction until —_ that 
examination is completed 

In filing the petition, Scott 
once again joined the Porter 
County Chapter of the Izaak 
Walton League, Concerned 
Citizens Against Bailly Nuclear 
Site, Buciness and Professional 
People for the Public Interest, 
and the City of Gary, Ind., all of 
whom have filed similar 
petitions in what has become a 
five-year controversy over the 
decision to build a nuclear 
power plant adjacent to the 
Indiana Dunes. 

In addition to the parties of 
established record mentioned 
above, the Lake Michigan 
Federation has decided to 
oppose construction of the 
Bailly Plant and also has filed a 
petition before the NRC. 

Scott said he hopes the NRC 
will act on the petitions within 
the next several months

New terminal building for Bi-State Airport 


The Bi-State Development 
Agency will receive nearly $2 
million in federal public works 
funds for a new terminal 
building and other major im- 
provements at Bi-State Parks 
Airport, Cahokia. 

Paul Schuler, president, and 
Robert J. Baer, executive 
director of Bi-State, made the 
announcement Friday after 
receiving notification from 
Congressman Melvin Price (D) 
Illinois, that the Economic 
Development Administration of 
the U.S. Department of Com 
merce had approved a grant of 
$1,696,000 for the airport 
projects, 

The funds are being made 
available on:a 100 per cent basis 
under Title I of the Local Public 
Works Capital Development 
and Investment Act of 1976 
authorizing grants to state or 
local governmental units for 
local public works projects that 
will create jobs and stimulate 
new employment opportunities 

Baer said the funds will be 
used for construction of a new 
8,000-square-foot public ter- 
minal building, paved access 
road and aircraft parking 
areas, and 14,000 square feet of 
public parking facilities — as 
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well as related transportation, 
water and sewer improvements 
— to provide “‘a significant step 
forward in the full commercial 
development of Bi-State Parks 
Airport.” 

The airport, located“on the 
northern boundary of the 
Village of Cahokia, less than ten 
minutes from St. Louis, is a 
general aviation facility and 
serves as a major reliever 
airport for general aviation 
aircraft. 

Baer said Bi-State has 
become increasingly aware of 
the airport's potential as an air 
commuter facility for the St 
Louis region due to its 
proximity to downtown St. 
Louis and numerous activity 
centers in Southwestern Illinois. 

“Its strategic location with 
respect to major rail and high- 
way corridors in the region 
makes it a natural area for 
commercial and industrial 
development,” Baer said. “It's 
a real diamond in the rough. 

“The program will not only 
create immediate employment 
in the construction area, but
